been approved by the congress.

has been generally supposed that a 
joint resolution or a bill approving the 
treaty would be all that was neces­ 
sary , but members of the house and 
acme senators take an entirely differ­ 
ent view. 
They say that a bill must 
be passed reducing the duty on the 
products of Cuba and that every pro­ 
vision affecting duties must be enact­ 
ed in the legislation. 
Representative Tawney of Minne­ 
sota. who was leader of the Republi­ 
can minority that opposed the recipro­ 
city bill In the last congress, say s that 
the provision requiring congressional 
approval when inserted in th© treaty 
was known by him to be defective and 
open 
to 
constitutional 
objections. 
The treaty of 1854 with Great Britain 
for reciprocity with Canada, and the 
reciprocity treaty of 1878 with Hawaii, 
he added, both contained a provision 
at th© very beginning atating that 
when auitable leg islation was enacted 
by congress to carry out th© provi­ 
sions of the treaties, then the presi­ 
dent should issue a proclamation an­ 
nouncing th© fact, and the treaty 
thereupon 
should 
become 
effective. 
Both these treaties were followed by 
leg islation in the form of a bill recit­ 
ing the articles that were to b© ad­ 
mitted duty fAee. 
Mr. Tawney con­ 
tends that to approve the treaty by a 
sim ple resolution would be void, and 
asserts that the sugar provision of the 
treaty Is nothing more than pledge of 
the good faith of the government that 
the duties on sugar shall not be chang­ 
ed during the life of the treaty .

tariff bill, he contends, can abrogate 
this provision of the treaty or th© 
treaty itself. 
The finance committee, which met 
today , took up the subject of the form 
of leg islation necessary to carry the 
treaty into effect.

ators believe that a simple resolution 
of approval will be all that is neces­ 
sary . but tom e senators, notably Sen­

bate in the senate.

President Roosevelt Gives Glad Hand 
to New Republic. 
W ash ing ton , Nov. 6 —The president 
made a statem ent today regarding the 
provisional government of the repub­ 
lic of Pajam a, of the ©etabUshment of 
which this government was officially 
informed y esterday . 
In view of latest 
advices from Colon ta the effect that 
the J unta has succeeded in gaining 
control of the situation, this announce­ 
ment recognize* the newly established 
government. 
This government will conduct af­ 
fairs with a firm hand in the ex ecution 
i t the treaty of 1856. 
Orders have 
been sent to the various naval com­ 
manders im the Carri bean sea that the 
Isthmus la to be policed, the transit 
kept open and also that bloodshed 
must be prevented at any cost. 
This la further than 
the United 
States ever has gone heretofore, and 
in the opinion of officials bere indi­ 
cates that the establishm ent of the 
new government at Panama, if It 
prove* stable and orderly , will have 
the good w ises of the United States 
and our ultimate recognition and co­ 
operation in conducting an oiderly 
and permanent government on the 
isthmus. 
Advocates of the construc­ 
tion of the Fatam a canal say this 
assures the ex ecution of that project.
